Claims 1-6 are 
currently pending and are under examination.

5. Upon review of Applicants response the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection for claims 1-6 are 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6 are 
allowable. The prior art of record does not teach a method of purifying recombinant human 
angiostatin using the steps described in the instant application. The closest prior art, Folkman et 
al. U.S. Patent 5,837,682 teaches purification of recombinant human angiostatin expressed from 
Pichia pastoris using a lysine sepharose column for separation from other proteins and elution 
from the column using s-amino caproic acid (column 51, lines 44-55). Folkman et al. does not 
teach the steps of expanded bed absorption cationic exchange chromatography, with down 
stream purification steps of anion exchange, hydroxyapatite, and hydrophobic chromatography to 
purify large-scale quantities of recombinant human angiostatin.
